A study (hall) in education 


With cuts indicating there could be even more study halls 
soon, AHS principal seeks internships, other alternatives 


By Ben Hellman 


In front of Andover High School on 
Tuesday morning about 10 students 
evading study hall enjoyed the rare hot 
weather. Students sat in the sun, talked 
and joked. One raised a traffic cone to 
his mouth to announce comments to the 
others in the concrete courtyard. 

The alternative? “They just expect 
you to sit quiet for an hour and a half,” 
said one freshman girl about study halls. 
She said that earlier in the year, when 
more work was being assigned, her 


study hall was more useful. 

Principal Peter Anderson said cutting 
a study hall is not something that hap- 
pens often, and these students were out 
of bounds. But 82-minute study halls - 
and the students who believe they are a 
waste of their time - 
common next year, with fewer teachers 


to supervise courses. 


Anderson is working on ways to 
keep students productive and learning, 
even when there isn’t an academic class 
available for them. Internships, Internet 


could be more 


and correspondence courses, senior pro- 
jects and community-service programs 
are ideas he is hoping to implement 
before next year to keep kids who don’t 
want study halls in more active pursuits 

As it stands, the study hall is a fact of 
life at Andover High School. About 300 
AHS students this year took fewer than 


7.5 credits. Some of these students were 


part of special programs, but many aver- 
aged an 82-minute study hall every 
other day all year.

Back home 


Thanks to new group homes, disabled adults who grew 
up in Andover are living here again, close to family

Pleased with the care her dis- 
abled son was getting as a resi- 
dent at the Perkins School for 


the Blind, Olivia Scileppi of 


Andover was dreading the day 
he would become too old for the 
program. That dreaded day 
came three years ago, when her 
son turned 22. 

But during the last 18 
months, four group homes have 
opened in Andover, giving par- 
ents such as Scileppi what they 
consider to be more palatable 
choices for their adult children’s 
homes. Recently, Scileppi 
moved her son, Jake, to a group 
home for disabled adults on 
Juniper Road. 

“I dreamed of this... having

him back in town, again,” she 
said. “It’s a great feeling.” 

State law says that disabled 
kids must leave hospital and 
school-based programs when 
they turn 22. Until then, com- 


munities and the Department of 


Education split the education 
costs for handicapped kids. But, 
when the child turns 22, the 
funding source changes. That’s 
when the state’s health and 
human services department 
starts paying 

“They (the disabled adults) 
move out of hospitals and 
school programs and typically 
go to group homes,” said Joe 
Tosches, chief operating officer 
at Seven Hills Foundation Inc., 
a company that buys and man- 
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ages group homes around the 
state and just relocated to North 
Andover from Lowell. “That 
takes effect on a person’s 22nd 
birthday.” 

The move saves the state 
money, as group homes cost 
less than $100,000 per year pet 
resident, compared to as much 
as $175,000 per year for hospi- 
tal and school placements, 
Tosches said. 

Plus, group-home settings 
are appealing to many parents 
who want to have their children 
placed in their hometowns 

With the four new homes

SAT:

In a town like Andover, the 
parents of even preschool kids 
worry about preparing for col 
lege (we re not far away from 
pennant diapers), the majority of 
gradating seniors continue thei 
tudies at four-year schools, and 
even elementary students are 
told about the SAT

The SAT is presented as the 
ultimate in standardized tests, 
hyped as “deciding your future” 
a daunting prospect, especially 
at 8 a.m.

HE AMOUNT OF TIME Andover High School kids 
f eee in the classroom is so important, 1990s 
educators studied how long it took kids to get from 
one class to another. They hoped to shave a minute or 
two between classes, and add the time to courses. 
Sadly, with the cuts to the school budget and teaching 
staff that are expected next year, Andover High's stu- 
dent body is expected to spend significantly more 
time in study halls than they ever would wandering 
the halls. 

At times, and for some students, the study hall can 
be a useful time to prepare for a test or finish home- 
work. But frequently, study halls represent 82 minutes 
of lost education time every other day. Or, to put it 
another way, it can represent the same educational 
value as students watching about six episodes of 
Blind Date each week. Anyone who’s attended public 
school also knows that some kids see a study hall as 
an opportunity to skip school. But the issue isn’t 
about kids choosing to miss school; it’s about kids 
stuck in study halls who do not want to be there. 

That’s why Principal Peter Anderson and his crew 
deserve plaudits for trying to create a number of alter- 
natives to study halls. One alternative will not “fit” all 
kids. But providing a number of options gives kids the 
chance to select something right for them. Anderson 
is considering options such as rigorous off-campus 
internships, independent projects, Internet or corre- 
spondence courses and having kids develop meaning- 
ful relationships with nonprofit organizations, so they 


can volunteer their time. Each of these will be of 


greater benefit than a study hall to many kids. Though 
there is ongoing construction at Greater Lawrence 
Technical School that might limit the opportunity, 
sending Andover High kids to the technical school 
for a specialized classes, and to use its equipment, is 
another opportunity worth pursuing. Selectman Ray 
Hender suggests tapping into Andover’s adult popu- 
lation by having prominent residents offer lectures to 
those interested. For instance, a business leader could 
talk to kids about the economy. 

Students who would prefer to use their school time 
to stimulate their minds, rather than numb their bot- 
toms in a study hall, deserve the opportunity. Andover 
High educators and any local group or business help- 
ing to provide that opportunity get an ‘A+’ not just for 
effort, but for creative thinking.

diamond, Fenway and elsewhere — or they hate 
him for being self-absorbed, a pinstripe-wearing 
traitor, an idiot, or all of the above. 

Most of our office discussions on this topic end 
with my colleague Neil Fater saying, “I don’t hate 
him like you do.” 

It’s not that I hate Roger Clemens — heck, | 
don’t hate anybody. I realize I’m forfeiting my 
invitation to his celebration at the Baseball Hall of 
Fame, but he'll just have to win his 300th game 
without me. 

Clemens’ fourth attempt at win No. 300 is 
expected to take place this weekend in New York, 
against the Cardinals. Eventually it will happen, 
but in the meantime, I find Clemens’ frustration, 
well, a little amusing. OK, very amusing. 

The amusement began when the Red Sox 
stepped up to the plate on Memorial Day in the 
Bronx and, after a 90-minute rain delay, stalled 
his victory bandwagon at 299 wins by scoring 
eight runs and knocking him out of the game. 

Clemens’ second attempt came in Detroit on 
June | and, after his teammates failed to hold an 
8-6 lead over the Tigers, the game went into extra 
innings, preventing him from getting the victory. 

Last Saturday in Wrigley Field in Chicago, 
Clemens unravelled with just eight outs to go. He 
was tagged with the loss after his relief pitchers 
didn’t support him, so he vented his wrath on the 
umpire, then refused to speak to the media after 
the game. Talk about “losing it.” 

It wasn’t always this way. During the rain delay 
on Memorial Day, NESN filled the TV time with 
a replay of a young Roger Clemens in his first 20- 
strikeout game, back in April 1986 when all 
seemed right with the world, as the Red Sox final- 
ly found some pitching. But during this Memorial

Day reverie, I recalled how my opinion of Roger 
Clemens turned over like a grilled cheese sand- 
wich. 

Fast forward several months later in 1986, to a 
perfect summer day. My family and I had the 
chance to be in the stands at Fenway for a late- 
morning Red Sox batting practice session before 
the regular-admission gates were opened and the 
visiting team would take the field. 

Sox hitters launched one fly ball after another 
into right field. My son, Josh, looked at the usher, 
who nodded, so Josh opened the small door, 
stepped onto the field and picked up a baseball 
What a smile 

Soon, Red Sox players were walking over, 
chatting away and signing Josh’s ball. 

Roger Clemens jogged by with pitcher Tom 
Seaver, who coincidentally had won his 300th 
game before he came to Boston at the end of his 
Career. 

Clemens turned and started to come over us 
and sign the baseball, but was admonished by 
Seaver. “Your signature will be a lot more valu- 
able some day if you don’t give it away to every- 
one who asks for it,” Seaver told him. 

Clemens stopped in his tracks, turned away 
without looking at Josh, and resumed jogging. 

Josh and I looked at each other in disbelief. All 
I could manage to say to them was, “You're kid- 
ding, right?” Neither looked back. 

Pitcher Bruce Hurst saw the whole thing and 
walked over, shaking his head, and reached for 
Josh’s pen with his left hand, and took the ball 
with his right. 

“There you go,” he said, finishing his south- 
paw signature next to catcher Rich Gedman’s 
name and just above that of Tony Armas. I doubt 
there was ever a more grateful reception as Hurst 
handed over the the ball, by now full of auto- 
graphs 

“It’s nothing,” Hurst smiled. 


Now a national poll comes out, saying just 
what I’ve remembered in the years since that 
game. 

According to a Marketing Evaluations/TvQ 
Inc. national survey of 2,000 people, Roger 
Clemens is the least-liked superstar in baseball. 
When a pool of the USA’s most familiar baseball

had a part-time job working as a 
sky-dive instructor. Police said 
he was jumping with a dozen 
other experienced sky divers. 

“He was a good person and 
he died doing what he wanted,” 
said King’s mother, Kathy Har- 
ris. 

“He will be loved forever.” 
said his sister, Stacy King. 

King worked at 77 Main St., 
in Andover. His wife, Norma, 
declined to comment Saturday. 

Police said most of King’s 
fatal jump was routine until he 
approached the landing zone. 
King missed the landing zone, 
police said, floating across the 
street above a field toward a 
stand of trees. King attempted a 
sharp turn, called a J-turn, police 
said, and his parachute collapsed 
when he was at about treetop 
level. 

The tree height in that area is 
about 30 to 40 feet, estimated 
Sgt. Alan Lessieur of Pepperell 
police, but he said King’s 
momentum also carried him 
down at a forward angle, so the 
total fall distance could have 
been as much as 50 or even 100 
feet. 

King was pronounced dead at 
St. Joseph's Hospital in Nashua, 
N.H., due to massive internal 
injuries, police said. 

Lessieur said officials from 
the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion inspected King’s equipment 
and found no defects or prob- 
lems. King owned his own 
equipment and was wearing a 
suit, helmet and goggles, police 
said.

The power of fresh flowers. ® 
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Bazaar Days then and now 


By Thea Shapiro 

The year was 1961. Elvis 
was still topping the charts, Dis- 
ney released 10] Dalmations, 
the first American launched into 
space, and Andover held its first 
Bazaar Days. 

On June 22, 1961, the 
Andover Board of Trade spon- 
sored the first Bazaar Days, 
offering residents bargain 
shopping, food, drink, activi- 
ties for kids, music, and a 
chance to meet friends old and 
new uptown. Bazaar Days has 
been held on a Friday and Sat- 


urday in June for the past 42 
years. In the 1960s through the 
1980s, downtown Main Street 
was a shopping mecca. There 
were all kinds of stores, selling 
everything from groceries to 
gifts, clothing to hardware. 


More shops, more people 
Judy Matulsky, office man- 
ager at the Andover Historical 
Society, remembers going to 
Bazaar Days in the 1970s. For 
her, it signalled the end of the 
school year and the start of 
summer. It was the last chance 


to hang out downtown with 
school friends until September. 
She remembers the streets 
were filled with people. 
Norma Gammon, commu- 
nity service coordinator at 
Memorial Hall Library, 
remembers when Bazaar Days 
was the place to go. In the 
1960s, there were many more 
local shop owners than there 
are today, says Gammon. The 
shopkeepers lived in Andover 
and had an investment in the 
community. Gammon remem-
